(a )  MILK.  Inspections  were  carried  ou$  at  the  cowsheds  as  often  as  possible 
and  various  minor  infringements  of  the  Milk  &  Dairies  Act  and  Orders  were 
remedied  by  personal  interviews  or  the  service  of  informal  notices. 

(b)  MEAT  &  OTHER  FOODS, The  following  animals,  a  total  of  5143,  were 

inspected  at  the  Ministry  of  Pood  Slaughterhouse,  Eastgate,  Bourne,  during 
the  year:-  •

of  unsound  meat  was  voluntarily  surrendered  and  destroyed. 

With  the  splendid  oo-oper^t ion  of  the  Women’s  Voluntary  Service,  the 
headmasters  and  schoolchildren,  and  the  ready  response  of  the  householders 
salvage  collections  and  sales  during  the  year  were  very  satisfactory, 
undoubtedly  due  to  the  fact  that  everyone  concerned  is  now  realising  how  very 
important  is  this  phase  of  the  War  Effort  .1  am  indebted  to  all  concerned  for 
their  loyal  support.
